Another drawback Is that tho
road Idvy, up to tho limit, creatos lea
monoy than Is needed, and action on
petition Is delayed by reason of lack
of funds.

At the present time there are on (Do
with the commlsloner twenty peti-
tions for now roads or extensions to
existing roads, an to open them and
pay the damages which the land own-
ers nek mcHiis n big oxpondlt.ure of
monoy. In addition to those petition,
about nn equal number of roads have
bren granted, but upon which tho dam-ag- o

have not bt-e- paid. Thoso dam-
age amounting to $0,000 or $7,000,
luivo not boon pnld by reason of lack
of funds. Only part of thoso roads
have boon opened for travel.

Tho road levy creates about $20,000
a year, which Is Just about 'half tho
sum thnt Ih needed to opon tho now
roads demanded and keep In good ro-pa- lr

thoso already In use. To oxpond
$20,000 whore $40,000 Is needed nnd at
the snmo time to keep the road useru
In good humor requires tact, diplom-
acy and good financiering on tho part
of the commlsslonotti.
